eastward, and low temperatures 
are predicted for next week in 
most of the Atlantic States. Freez- 
ing weather is predicted as far 
south as Southern Florida. The 
cold wave in the Central States will 
continue through Sunday. 

The weather today, however, was 
the most pevere that the Central 
West has experienced in 20 years. 

Although the more bitter cold 
covered Minnesota, the Dakotas, 
lowa, Wisconsin, Illinois, Kansas, 
Missouri, Indiana and part of Ken- 
tucky, the South and Pacific 
Northwest shivered’ in unusually 
low temperatures for some of those 
sections. Illinois suffered with 
temperatures not equaled since 
1912 and exceeded only in 1905 and 
a few earlier years.

They affirm 
that the moderate balance of trade, 
amounting to 1,500,000,000 francs 
against France in 1923, together 
with the regular interest instali- 
ments on foreign loans, have not 
been counterbalanced by the tour- 
ist expenditures.

PHARAOH'S. CASKET 
RICHLY SET IN JEWELS 


Sarcophagus of Tutankhamen, 
Enclosed in Four Shrines, 


Is Found Unviolated. 
By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Jan. 5.—Acoording to 
a dispatch to the Exchange Tele- 
graph from Luxor, gems are set in 
rich profusion around the sarcoph- 
agus of Tutankhamen. 


By the Associated Press. 

LUXOR, Egypt. Jan. 5.—With 
the discovery of the colossal sar- 
cophagus of Tutankhamen en- 
closed in four wondrous shrines, 
the question whether the mortal 
remains of the Pharoah lie in this 
mortuary chapel has been decided. 
The sarcophagus has remained in- 
tact through 30 centuries, unviolat- 
ed by tomb robbers. 

Yesterday was one of the great 
moments in Egyptology, bringing 
fruit to so much toil, reward for 
so much disappointment, and 
crowning a long and great effort. 

Howard Carter, by the light of 
his powerful arc lamps, loosened 
the seals of the fourth golden cas- 
ket, to gaze on the outline of a 
huge stone coffin of pink granite 
quarried at Assuan. 

Here was confirmation that the 
unviolated sepulchre of a King of 
ancient Egypt had been discovered. 
Here, in a coffin of graven’ stone, 
of workmanship rivaling the great- 
est masterpieces, must undoubted- 
ly lie, enclosed in magnificently 
decorated mummy cases, the body 
of the King as the priests laid him 
to rest more than 3000 years ago. 

In the Valley of Tombs of the 
Kings hopes are high that when 
the sarcophagus and its many cases 
are opened, the royal mummy will 
be disclosed surrounded by the full 
panoply of the King’s royal and 
sacred office.

as a publisher, Mr. Holt came 

to know many writers and men

To 
the French Philosopher Bergson he 
once said: “‘People run after you 
because you have covered the co- 
lossal forbidding structure raised 
by Darwin and Spencer with flow- 
ers.” To this Bergson replied: 
‘‘No, I have shown that the flowers 
necessarily grow out of it.”’ In his 
own personal development, Mr. 
Holt acknowledges that he was in- 
fluenced and helped chiefly by four 
teachers, namely, Francis A. Wal- 
ker, E. L. Godkin, Herbert Spencer 
and John Fiske.

FEDERAL LAW 10 BAR 
HREARM SALE SOUGHT 


Congressman Roach’s Measure 
Also Would Forbid Advertise- 
ments of Small Arms.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—A Dill 
prohibiting the sale or interstate 
transportation of flrearms was in- 
troduced in the House yesterday by 
Congressman Roach, Republican, 

of the Eighth Missouri! District. 
The measure forbids news- 
papers and magazines from pub- 
lishing advertisements of pistols or 


revolvers. 

Only members of the army and 
navy, United States Marshals, their 
deputies, police officers and local 
officials are excluded from effect 
of the proposal, relating to the car- 
rying of weapons. 

“Some question may exist as to 
the right of Congress to regulate 
pistol toting in the several states,”’ 
Congressman Roach said, ‘‘but no 
question can exist as to the right 
to regulate and control the very 
means by which the state laws are 
nullified. This bill is drawn to meet 
this situation and is, in my judg- 
ment, protective of state’s rights.”

Congressman Newton, in a let- 
ter received by Brockman Mon- 
day, advised him that Congress- 
man Roach already was at work 
on a national pistol and revolver 
bill. 

Method Used by Police. 

The method used by police in 
an endeavor to check importation 
of small arms was that of tracing 
mail packages. Mailmen were 
followed by detectives into dis- 
tricts where delivery of weapons 
was suspected. When they turned 
their packages over to the con- 
signees the recipients were ar- 
rested. 

This plan was abandoned, Chief 
of Detectives-Hoagland said yes- 
terday, because the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office declined to issue war- 
rants. The Allender Bill, it was 
explained, applies only to pur- 
chases within the State, anda 
person may buy a pistol or revol- 
ver outside the State without a 
permit.
